Six magnificent ſtate-coaches, With e 
| horſes to each, conveyed the King and Royal 
Family. to the palace of Verſailles, preceded by 
a party of Pruſſian huflars, and followed by: an 
immenſe body of Auſtrian cavalry. | 

In the evening the whole city was umi 
mted, and its too- long deluded inhabitants re- 
turned to their duty, with every expreſſion af 
mirth, loyalty, and unfeigned delight. 

The next morning the good Louis preſented 
tbe Combined Armies with a munificent dona- 
tion of thirty millions of livres, to be divided 
amongft them in equal proportions. He gave 
alſo to the officers an equal ſu, i in token of his 
on and eſteem. 

Thirty officers of the combined Armies were

In the evening there was a ſplendid ball at 
Court, which was opened by Madame de Polig- 
nac, (who came with the late Emigrants) and the 
Count d' Artois. The gardens. of Verſaille® 
were brilliantly illuminated, and tranſparent 
paintings were exhibited in various parts, alles 
- gorical of the regeneration of France. 
On the following day there was a magnificent 
proceſſion of the Court to the ruins of the 
Baſtille, when_the benign Monarch laid-with his 
own hand the firſt ſtone of a ſimilar edifice to 
be there built. The people rent the air with 
their acclamations. 

The King of Pruſſia and the Duke of Brun 
wick dined with the Count d'Artois at his ele- 
gant villa, called La Bagatelle, in the Bois de 
Bologne : afterwards they went to Verſailles, 
where they amuſed themſelves with hazard till 
a late hour. The Count d'Artois loſt a million 
to the King of Pruſſia, to whom he ſaid ſpor - 
tively, 5 Sire, you muſt always win, for you have 
« won us 4 kingdom.” Such is the greatneſs 
of ſoul in a Prince of the Houſe of Bourbon. 

At half paſt twelve at night * his Serene High- 
neſs the Duke of Orleans died of an inflamma- 
tion in his bowels, which baffled the {kill of all
